a settlement is being made here. 
C. A. Dix, American transport 
expert said so many questions of 
ugh policy have crept into the pic- 
ure that neither the Russian nor 
Western officials here can take a 
positive stand. The Russian ex- 
jecially "bump up against their 
higher policy all the time," Dix 
asserted.
